B Y THE  COM  M I S S I OX : 

Xnmerons  reqnests  have  l)een  piesented  to  tlie  Coinniission  hy  rail 
road  and  street  railway  coin])anies  and  other  jtersons  intei-ested,  for 
an  administrative  rnling'  n])on  the  qnestions — 

1st — AVhether  or  not  the  issuance  of  free  j»asses  to  officers  and  em- 
ployees of  railroad  comjianies  to  he  nsed  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  dependent  memhers  of  the  families  of  snch  officers 
and  employes;  and 

2nd— AVhether  or  not  the  according  of  free  tiansporfation  hy  common 
carriers  to  policemen  and  firemen  in  the  discharge  of  their 
l)nhlic  duties 

are  violations  of  the  Act  of  duly  2(ith,  l!)i:>,  known  as  “The  I’nhlic 
Service  Company  Law.'’ 

A pnhlic  hearing  in  this  matter  was  held  hy  the  Commission  at 
Harrishnrg,  on  the  2fith  day  of  January,  11)14,  at  which  railroad  and 
railway  companies  and  others  appeared  and  were  heard,  and  all  per- 
sons interested  were  given  an  opjiortnnity  to  he  heard.  In  this 
case  the  Commission  has  conclnded  to  rnle  administratively  npon 
the  qnestions  presented. 

1.  After  carefnl  consideration,  the  (’ommission  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  spirit  and  tine  intent  and  meaning  of  the  provisions  of  The 
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Public  Service  Company  Law  oi'  July  26tli,  1913,  are  uot  such  as  to 
re(iuire  the  Couimissiou  to  regard  as  a violatiou  of  the  law  the  prac- 
tice of  railroad  conij)auies  of  issuing  free  passes  to  their  officers  and 
eiu])kwees  to  be  used  for  the  transportation  of  dependent  members 
of  the  families  of  such  officers  and  employes,  which  practice  has  had 
the  sanction  of  custom  since  the  adoption  of  the  Pass  Provision  of  the 
Constitution  of  1S74,  and  the  Act  of  June  15th,  1874,  passed  to  carry 
that  provision  of  the  Constilulion  into  effect. 

1.  It  is  therefore  ruled  that  the  grantiug  without  unfair  discrimi- 
nation by  railroad  companies  of  free  passes  to  their  officers  and  em- 
ployees, 1o  be  used  for  the  transi)ortation  of  dependent  members  of  the 
families  of  siicli  officers  and  employees,  will  not  be  regarded  by  the 
Commission  as  a violation  of  the  provisions  of  tlie  law. 

2.  The  Commission  is  further  of  the  opinion  that  free  transporta- 
tion, witliout  unfair  discrimination,  by  common  carriers,  on  behalf  of 
tlie  Commonwealth,  or  on  behalf  of  any  nuniicipality  thereof, 
of  policemen  in  the  performance  of  their  public  duties,  and 
similarly,  that  free  transportation,  without  iiufair  discrimination, 
by  common  caniers,  on  behalf  of  any  such  municipality,  of 
tiremen  in  the  ])erformance  of  their  jmblic  duties,  is  uot  such  free 
trans]>ortatiou  as  is  j)rohibited  by  the  jirovisious  of  The  Public 
Service  Coni])any  Law,  ami  will  not  be  regaided  by  the  Commission 
as  a violation  thereol

BY  THE  COMMISSION; 

The  Coniinission  has  been  requested  in  several  coimniinications 
from  railroad  coinjtanies  of  the  Coinmomvealth,  to  exi»ress  its 
opinion  upon  the  (piestion  whether  or  not  such  carriers  may  lawfully 
transport  contractors,  their  men.  material  and  tools,  equipment 
and  supplies,  iii  and  about  the  jierforniance  of  work  beiiiji'  done  by 
the  contractor  for  .such  carrier,  without  duuging  and  collecting  taritf 
rates  of  compensation  for  such  transjiortation,  as  iii  the  ordinary 
case  of  traus])ortation  service  being  rendered  to  the  jniblic. 

The  question  thus  i>reseuted  is  a close  one  under  the  j)rovision  of 
The  Public  Service  ('ompany  Law.  Tlie  Act  jirovides  in  Section  1, 
sub-section  (d)  of  Article  II,  tbat  the  rates  or  other  comiiensation 
“for  anv  service  rendered  or  furnished”  shall  be  set  forth  in  the  ]uib- 
lished  taritfs  of  the  comjiany.  and  by  Section  7 of  Article  III,  it  is 
made  unlawful  for  any  carrier,  after  .lanuary  1st,  to  render  or 

furnish  any  seia  ice  of  the  kind  or  eharacter  rendered  or  turnished 
by  it,  except  in  accordance  cvith  such  puldi.shed  tariffs. 

Section  8 of  the  same  Article  ])rohibits  all  unjust  discrimination, 
as  therein  defined,  as  well  as  all  undue  or  unreasonable  preference. 
The  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  prohibits  the  granting  by 
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any  common  carrier  of  any  free  passes,  except  to  officers  and  em- 
ployees of  tlie  carrier  issuing  such  passes. 

Tlie  Commission  has  given  tlie  subject  careful  consideration  and 
as  a result  thereof  has  concluded  not  to  construe  the  law  as  pre- 
^ e]lting•  a coinmou  carrier  from  according  free  or  reduced  rate  trans- 
portation to  a contractor,  his  men,  materials,  tools,  e(pupnients  and 
sup]»lies  necessary  to  be  transported  by  such  contractor  in  the  per- 
formance of  the  work  being  done  for  the  carrier  by  the  contractoi-, 
inasmuch  as  the  contractor,  under  such  circumstances,  is  to  all  prac- 
lical  intents  and  purposes,  an  eni])loyee  of  the  carider,  engaged  in 
work  for  tlie  carrier,  and  the  transiiortation  is,  in  siibstance  and 
effect,  transportation  rendered  by  tlie  carrier  to  itself.

BY  THE  COMMISSION: 

The  Coimnis.sion  has  been  requested  to  express  its  opinion  ujjon  the 
question  wliether  a railroad  company,  street  railway  company,  or 
other  transportation  company,  may  lawfully  grant  free  passes  to 
charitable  organizations. 

As  we  have  heretofore  had  occasion  to  point  out,  in  connection  with 
similar  questions  relative  to  the  subject  of  free  transportation,  tbe 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth,  in  Article  XVII,  Section  8.  ex- 
yjressly  provides,  that: 

“No  railroad,  railway  or  other  transi)orlation  com- 
pany, shall  grant  free  passes,  or  passes  at  a discount,  to 
any  yierson  excej)t  officer.s  or  enqtloyees  of  the  company.” 

So  long  as  this  prohibition  remains  as  it  now  stands  in  the  Constitu- 
tion, the  Commission  is  powerless  to  hold  that  free  transportation  may 
be  issued  to  a charitable  organization  for  charitable  j»urposes,  how- 
ever much  Ave  might  otherwise  be  in  accord  with  a public  policy  which 
would  permit  of  such  free  ti-ansportation  in  this  class  of  cases.

THE  PUBLIC  SERVICE  COMPANY  LAW,  Approved  July  2Gth, 
1913,  Article  2,  Section  1 (f),  provides  in  part  as  follows: 


“To  make  no  change  in  any  tariff  or  schedule,  which  shall 
have  been  filed  or  published  or  posted  by  any  public  service 
company  in  compliance  with  the  preceding  sections,  except 
after  thirty  days’  notice  to  the  Commission  and  to  the  pub- 
lic, posted  and  published  in  the  manner,  form  and  places 
required  with  respect  to  the  original  tariffs  or  schedules, 
which  shall  plainly  state  the  exact  changes  proposed  to  be 
made  in  the  tariffs  or  schedules  then  in  force,  and  whether 
an  increase  or  decrease,  and  the  time  when  the  proposed 
changes  will  go  into  effect;  * * *” 

The  term  “then  in  force”  as  employed  in  the  paragraph  above 
quoted  must  be  interpreted  as  requiring  that  a tariff  or  schedule 
filed  and  posted  must  be  allowed  to  become  effective  and  remain  in 
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effect  for  at  least  thirty  days  before  any  change  may  be  made 
therein,  unless  s])ecitic  anthority  be  granted  l)y  the  Commission,  but 
this  will  not  afftci  tariff's  or  schedules  containing  rates  for  ex- 
cnrsions  limited  to  certain  designated  periods  under  authority  of 
General  Order  No.  4,  of  21st  day  of  Jannary,  1014.

Article  3,  Section  1,  sub-section  (c)  of  The  Public  Service  Com- 
pany Law,  which  Avent  into  full  force  and  effect  January  1,  1914, 
provides,  that  any  public  service  company 

“may  require  the  payment  of  charges  in  advance,  the 
making  of  reasonable  minimum  payments  and  deposits 
to  secure  future  ]myments  of  such  charges ; or  it  may 
allow  discounts  for  prompt  payments  of  the  same,  or 
ini])ose  jAenalties  for  failure  to  pay  promptly;  Provided, 

That  such  advance  charges,  minimum  payments,  de- 
posits, discounts,  or  penalties  are  reasonable  and  apply 
ecpially  and  Avithout  discrimination  or  preference  to  all 
shippers,  consumers,  and  patrons,  under  like  conditions 
and  under  similar  circumstances,”  and 

Article  3,  Section  1,  sub-section  (c)  of  The  Public  Seiwice  Com- 
pany LaAv  further  proAudes  that 

“Every  public  service  company  shall  also  file  Avith  and 
as  a part  of  such  tariffs  and  schedules  and  })Ost,  as  di- 
rected, all  rules  and  regulations  that  in  any  manner  af- 
fect the  said  prices,  charges,  rates,  fares,  tolls  or  other 
compensation.  ’ ’ 

I'nder  the  above  proA'isions  of  the  laAV,  all  public  service  companies 
im])osing  penalties  for  failure  to  pay  bills  promptly,  or  alloAA’ing 
discounts  for  jirompt  paymejit  of  bills,  must  ju’ovide  in  their  jiosted 
and  filed  tariffs  or  in  their  rules  and  regulations  Avhich  are  ]>art 
of  said  tariffs,  a rule  clearly  stating  the  said  ]uu'pose  for  Avhich, 
and  the  exact  circumstances  and  conditions  under  Avhich,  penalties 
are  imposed  and  discounts  alloAved,  and  in  the  case  of  alloAvance  of 
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discounts,  stating  also,  in  clear  and  unambiguous  terms,  whether  or 
not  payments  mailed,  as  evidenced  hy  the  United  States  post  office 
mark,  on  or  previous  to  the  last  day  of  the  discount  period,  Avill 
he  deemed  hy  the  company  to  he  a pajunent  of  the  hill  within  such 
discount  period. 

No  o])inion  is  here  expressed  with  respect  to  the  pro]iriety  of 
the  continuance  or  adoption  of  a nde  providing  for  the  mailing  of 
payment  on  the  last  day  of  the  discount  j)eriod,  but  this  ruling  is 
issued  merely  for  the  j)ur])ose  of  requiring  that  such  practices  as 
are  in  vogue,  or  as  may  he  adopted,  shall  he  clearly  set  forth  in  the 
tariff  and  applied  e(iually  and  without  discrimination  or  preference 
to  all  shippei-s,  consumers  and  jiatrons,  under  like  conditions  and  un- 
der similar  circumstances,  as  provided  hy  the  aforesaid  Act  of  As- 
sembly. 

IT  IS  IIEIvKBY  OllDBREI):  That  all  public  service  companies 
shall  comply  with  the  above  ruling  by  sup]ilement  to  or  re-issues 
of  existing  tariffs,  on  or  before  March  1,  1915,  on  five  days  previous 
notice  to  this  Commission  and  the  public,  posted  and  filed  as  re- 
quired by  law.

Whereas,  some  doubt  has  arisen  as  to  the  proper  procedure  to  be 
followed  nncler  General  Order  Xo.  11  of  this  Commission,  it  is  here- 
by declared  and  determined: 

(1)  Where  the  Public  Service  Companies  have  entered  into  an 
agreement,  providing  for  and  prescribing  the  particular  point  or 
points  of  crossing  and  also  the  way  and  manner  of  the  construction 
thereof,  no  notice  is  required  to  be  served  upon  the  company  wliose 
facilities  are  crossed,  but  notice  of  the  proposed  crossing  must  first 
be  given  in  writing  to  the  Commission,  together  with  a certified  copy' 
of  the  agreement,  and  immediately  after  the  crossing  or  ci  ossings 
have  been  constnrcted,  a certificate,  duly  verified,  setting  forth  that 
the  same  have  been  constructed  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the 
agreement,  shall  also  be  filed  with  the  Commission; 

(2)  Where  the  Public  Service  Companies  have  executed  general 
agreements,  which  do  not  specify  the  particular  point  or  points  of 
crossing,  but  ymovide  for  the  way  and  manner  of  the  construction  of 
all  crossings,  notices  as  required  by  General  Oidei'  Xo.  1 1 must  be 
served  upon  the  company  whose  facilities  are  crossed  and  copy  of  said 
notices,  with  proof  of  service  thereof,  filed  with  the  Commission, 
together  with  certified  copy  of  the  general  agreement,  unless  same 
has  been  heretofore  filed; 

(3)  Where  no  agreement  exists  between  the  Puluic  Service  Com- 
panies, with  respect  to  crossings,  notices  must  be  served  and  filed  as 
required  by  General  Order  Xo.  11.

IN  THE  MATTER  OF 

INTEREST  ON  OVERCHARGE  CLAIMS 


In  the  settlement  of  an  overcharge  claim  (by  which  is  meant  the 
refund  of  the  amount  collected  in  excess  of  the  legally  published 
rate,  and,  in  the  Reparation  Docket,  of  the  reasonable  rate  as  therein 
determined)  the  claimant  is  entitled  to  interest  upon  the  amount 
refunded  at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  (6%)  per  annum  from  the 
date  of  the  improper  collection. 

The  Commission  does  not  regard  it  as  unlawful  for  a claimant 
to  accept  in  satisfaction  of  his  claim  the  ascertained  amount  of  an 
overcharge  without  interest;  and  the  Commission  is  of  the  opinion 
that  when  such  refund  is  made  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  im- 
proper collection  of  the  overcharge,  it  may  be  regarded,  in  accord- 
ance with  a well-established  usage,  as  a cash  transaction,  upon 
which  interest  does  not  accrue. 

The  views  expressed  in  this  ruling  shall  be  understood  as  apply 
ing  to  all  pending  and  unsettled  overcharge  claims  and  to  those 
arising  in  the  future,  but  not  as  authorizing  or  requiring  the 
reopening  of  any  claim  which  has  been  settled  and  closed  by  the  ac- 
ceptance by  a claimant  of  the  amount  of  an  overcharge  without  in- 
terest.
